After  a  formal  introduction  by  Mr.  N.  B.  C<doook,  Mr.  James, 
after  referring  to  the  pleasure  which  it  gave  him  to  meet  re- 
presenUtives  of  the  weddy  runa  press  of  Great  Britain,  gave 
an  address,  (A  which  the  following  is  a  synopms.  Frequent 
reference  was  made  to  miHP"  »'  Canada  and  of  Ontario. 

Canada  was  the  first  of  the  overseas  Colonies  to  orgaatee 
heiself  into  a  Dominion,  which  is  made  up  of  nine  provinces 
in  all.  Quebec  and  the  three  maritime  provinces  form  the 
eastern  half  ;  British  Columbia  and  the  three  prairie  provinces 
He  to  the  west  of  the  C  reat  Lakoi ;  Ontario  is  the  connecting 
link  between  these  two  groups.  This  central  location  <rf 
Ontario  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  All  Canadian  trans- 
continental railways  must  of  necessity  pass  through  Ontario. 
For  26  years  the  Canadian-Pacific  has  been  in  operaticMi.  By 
the  end  of  1912  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  wiU  be  completed, 
and  following  soon  after  that  the  Canadian  NorthCTn  wiL  be 
carrying  people  and  produce  east  and  west.  Located  on  the 
central  section  of  these  three  great  transcontinental  lines,  Ontario 
will  be  in  direci  railway  communication  with  all  other  parts 
of  the  DominiMi.  Then  by  referring  to  the  map  vou  wiU  see 
how  well  Ontario  is  served  by  the  Great  Lakes  and  rivers— the 
southern  portion  of  Ontario  is  ahnost  surrounded  by  the  greatest 
item  of  fresh  water  lakes  in  the  world.  Two  results  follow, 
the  advantages  of  cheap  water  transportation  and  the  modifying 
of  climate.  Another  point  to  be  noted  is  that  this  southern 
portion  lies  within  the  United  States  rather  than  to  the  north  of

You  read  a  good  deal  in  the  pr«.  about  m^M»ing 
land  value,  and  rapid  growth  of  town,  and  citie.  m  We«tem 
Canada.  It  may  eurpriw  you  to  know  that  tiie  very  nme 
thing  i.  taking  place  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Havmg  made 
wme  reference  to  thi.  central  province  which  be.  «>  favourably 
in  tile  hearii  of  tiie  contiwHit,  which  .tretohc  780  mile,  ftom 
wit  water  on  tiie  nortii  to  tiie  fredi  water  lake.  oi.  the  wuth. 
and  1,000  mile,  from  Mont««l  on  the  eaet  to  the  eaetem  bound- 
aries  of  the  great  wheat-growing  prairie,  of  the  wwt.  it  may  be 
of  M>me  interest  to  know  who  are  the  people  occupy  .ng  it. 

The  fir.t  BetUementa  began  nearly  130  year.  ago.  when,  at  the 
doM  of  the  war  of  American  Independence,  10,000  Loy«h.U 
left  the  United  SUtea— or  were  driven  out^to  Mric  new  home.

At  tha  eloaa  of  the  Con* 
tinantal  wan  Mme  90  yeant  Utor,  in  1816.  then  bofan  a  tnk 
of  Britiah  eokmiatii  that  sent  a  kteady  atnam  into  Ontario  for 
00  yean  and  more— BngUah,  Boottiah,  Iiidk— forming  aattla- 
i&enU  which  for  many  yean  maintained  their  identity  aad 
raproduoad  the  onstoms,  mannan,  dreaa,  and  lann^iage  of  tha 
old  landa.  Of  recent  yean,  however,  theee  distinotione  have 
largely  diaappeared.  and  the  people  of  the  provinoe  have  beooma 
mon  bomoganeoua.  The  introduction  of  live  Bt«*  came  with 
theae  uvar-iaa  immigrMita.  Natun  has  done  much  to  aaaiat 
the  rearing  of  Uve  stock.  Clear  air,  dean  water,  and  rich 
pastuM  grasses  aw  to  be  found  then.  The  reeult  is  that  then 
has  grown  up  on  the  farms  of  Ontario  the  most  successful  lot 
of  stock  breeden  to  be  found  in  any  one  section  of  the  Con- 
tinent. You  win  find  then  all  the  Britiah  breeds  of  catOe.  horses, 
sheep  and  swine,  and,  in  addition,  some  Continental  varieties. 
Ontario  is  the  ideal  home  for  the  British  stockman  w*>o  is  seek- 
ing a  nome  elsewhen.  Our  breeden  have  tha  home  market,  all 
the  other  provincea  and  also  many  of  the  large  Btotee  of  the  Union 

to  whic'ii  to  send  their  surplus  prodiict.  And  many  of  the 
moat  successful  and  well- to  do  breeden  of  Ontario  got  their 
trainiuM  '  the  farms  of  the  British  Itiles.  British  breeden  of 
live  stock  an  well  acquainted  with  Ontario  breeden,  some  of 
whom  an  aowngst  \  ''.e  large.^  importen  of  stock  to  North  AmMrica. 

Dairying,  which  has  been  developed  to  so  great  an  extent, 
and  which  is  peculiarly  suited  to  iMstem  Ontario,  traces  back 
to  the  Scottish  farmen  and  the  Ayratiira  cows  which  they 
brought  out  in  the  earty  days. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  Ontario  will  lea4»  to  the  conchision 
that  it  must  bt.  varied  in  soil  and  climate — it  has  a  long  irregular 
coast  line,  and  aiao  has  a  variation  in  surface  elevation.  The 
nsult  is  that  it  is  adapted  to  all  sorte  of  fieki  production.  All 
kinds  of  live  stock  Bourish ;  grains  aud  grasses  can  be  grown 
to  perfection  ;  but  perhi^ps  iruit  indicates  this  variety  '^f  pro- 
duction better  than  an^/tiiing  else.  Apples  of  first  quality 
grow  everywhere  over  the  southern  part,  while  peaches  can  be 
grown  in  the  open  air  anywhere  along  the  lake  fronte  from 
Tonmto  on  the  east  to  a  p«nt  well  up  ^ong  the  east  shore  line 
of  Lake  Huron,  a  distance  of  over  300  miles.  Plums,  cherriee, 
gmpea,  and  small  fruits  an  grown  in  large  quantitiea  in  different 
aections.  Even  tobacco  has  became  a  sU|Je  crt^  m  two  or  three 
counties.     It  wiU  bo  seen,  therefore,  chat  Ihen  is  a  wide  choiea
